1. Please amend claim 7 and 1 1 as follows. 
1. (Amended Twice) A cormecior for connecting structurally spaced 
parts comprising: 

a first body having a tlireaded portion^ a first bearing surface 
for engaging a structural part and having a meinber comprising a 
stop having a substantially annular form that extends partially 
about an outer circumference of the first body such that the stop 
partially overlaps the structural part ^ ircGtly ongagable ■ wi - t -j te 
^Is^e — gtruGtural — part for preventing a first body rotation with 
respect to the structural part; 

a second body having a second bearing surface for engaging an 
other structural part anc. having a threaded surface and £\axther 
having a bore for receiving a fastener; 

the threaded surface eagageable with the first body threaded 
portion; and 

the bore having a surfnce feature having a diameter less than 
an bore inside diameter, the surface feature engageable with the 
fastener so that tuxning the fastener determines an axial 
position of the second body with respect to the first body, 

2- (Original) The connector as in claim 1, wherein: 

the fastener comprises a threaded fastener, 

3- (Original) The connector as in claim 2, wherein the surface 
feature comprises a sacrificial thread having a diameter 
sufficient to cause an interference engagement with a fastener 
portion, 

4. (Original) The connector as in claim 1, wherein the second body 
further comprises symrnerrically arranged engagement surfaces 
parallel to a major axis for turning the second body. 

5, (Original) The connector <is in claim 3, wherein: 

the threaded surface having the same handedness as Che sacrificial 
thread. 
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6. (Original) The connector e.a in claim 1, whejrein: 
the threaded surface comprLses left-^hand threads. 

7. (Amended) A connector for connecting spaced pares comprising: 

a body having a helically threaded bore surface and a stop 
having a substantially annul^^ form that extends partially about an 
outer__ circumference o£ the body such that the stop partially 
overlaps a spaced part a mcsan g — for -GMragagi - rtg — a part to prevent a 
rotatioix of the body; 

a bushing having a tiireaded surface, the threaded surface 
engageable with the helically threaded bore surface; 

the bushing having a buahing bore surface portion sacrif icially 
engageable with a fastener portion; and 

upon engagement of the bushing bore surface portion with the 
fastener portion a rotation of the fastener causes a corresponding 
rotation of the bushing with respect to the body to determine an 
axial position of the bushinc . 

8. (Original) The connector as in claim 7 further comprising: 

at least two cooperatixig surfaces disposed on the bushing for 
engaging a tool by which the bushing is rotated. 

9. (Original) The connector s.s in claim 7 further comprising: 

a planar bushing surfaces for engaging a mounting surface; and 
a planar body surface for engaging an other part surface. 

10. (Original) The connector as in claim 7, wherein the means for 
engaging a part comprises a detent. 

11. (Amended) The connector as in claim 7, wherein the stop further 
weano for engaging a part coniprises a projecting member. 
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
